This hull la ‘JOO 
feet long and the towers go skyward at 
leuat fifty feet. The 400-horse power en¬ 
gine hn» aix cylinders, one each for high 
ami low pres-ore. the remainder fbrgrn- 
tloo pitr| ones. Each tower has an au¬ 
tomatic scale, which ti|»« the beam at a 
tijtt and eraptiea the grain Into the hall 
of the elevator.
